AND PETITION FOR SUSPENSION OF THE RULES UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.183 



This Renewed Request is filed in response to the Decision dated August 14, 2001, a 
copy of which is enclosed for the Office's convenience. A period of two months to file a 
response was granted, i.e., by October 14, 2001. Enclosed herewith is a Petition for a Five 
(5) Month Extension of Time and authorization to pay the five month extension fee. In view 
of the filing of the Petition for an Extension of Time and payment of a fee, a response is now 
due by no later than March 14, 2002. Accordingly, this Renewed Request is timely filed. 



In the August 14, 2001 Decision, Applicants were requested to file the following 
items to add David Sidransky as a co-inventor of the subject application: 

1 . Statement by Omitted Inventor, David Sidransky; 

2. Consent of Assignees to the addition of David Sidransky; and 

3. Payment of the Petition fee of $130.00 (37 C.F.R. § 1.1 7(i)), 

Enclosed are David Sidransky's Statement and Consent of Assignees. Authorization 
is given to charge the amount of the Petition fee to the undersigned's Deposit Account, 
number 50-1189. 

The August 14, 2001 Decision also indicated that the Oath or Declaration signed by 
all inventors (including David Sidransky) was improper on the ground that multiple 
signature pages were attached to one copy of pages 1 and 2 of the Declaration. On pages 2 
and 3 of the Decision, the Office noted that: 

"The declaration filed 17 January 2001 is also improper for the 
following additional reason. It is not sufficient to submit only the 
signature page of the declaration. Applicant must file either: 1) a 
single complete declaration, signed by all of the inventors or 2) 
multiple complete declarations, with each inventor' signature 
appearing on one of the multiple complete declarations."

As the Office will note, the 
Declaration filed on January 17, 2001 is in substance identical to the multiple copies 
enclosed herewith and conforms with the Office's suggested format (See MPEP §
